Veto West's 
Suez Offer 


LONDON, Aug. 21 (P—Russia 
joined India today in rejecting a 
majority-backed plan to interna- 
tionalize the Suez Canal and 
charged the West with trying to 
make it impossible for Egypt to 
operate the canal alone. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Dmitri 
Shepilov and India’s V. K. Krish- 
na Menon spurned the West’s plan 
to solve the Suez crisis after 17 of 
the 22 nations at the London con- 
ference formally had backed it. 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles put forward the West’s 
plan for international control of 
the Suez yesterday. 


FACING A CHOICE 

Krishna Menon rejected it at a 
news conference this morning, 
saying that ‘‘the Dulles proposals 
have put us right back where we 
started—with all the consequen- 
ces.”” He said the conferees face 
the choice of ‘“‘whether we are 
willing to go to war or seek nego- 
tiations.”’ 

Shepilov told the sixth session 
of the parley that “the U.S. 
proposal in its present form is un- 
acceptable.” 


He said Russia associated itself 
with the Indian plan submitted 
yesterday.

$12,775,025 for construction of a 
two-lane structure. 

In an official statement submit- 
ted for use in connection with 
offering of revenue certificates to 
finance the bridge, the Coastal 
Highway Commission com- 
mented : 


“The structure, as designed, 
can satisfactorily and safely car- 
ry all normal traffic now using 
or expected to use the nation’s 
highways.” 

The bridge does not meet 
standards for the nationwide in- 
terstate system because as a two- 
lane structure it does not have 


the capacity for U.S. Highway 
17’s traffic potential for 1975. 

Therefore, even if South Caro- 
lina did agree to designate the 
bridge route as Highway 17 in- 
stead of 17-Alternate, it would be 
necessary to build another two- 
lane structure beside it to meet 
interstate standards. 

However, that’s a bridge that 
may never be crossed for the sim- 
ple reason it likely will never be 
built.

His appeal for this sort of plat- 
form—a platform only briefly 
mentioning traditional and spe- 
cific issues and centering on 
moral issues—was only in part 
fulfilled. 

The party’s platform had in 

fact been printed long before his 
speech. Some of its drafters said 
its general preamble was pre- 
pared in the spirit of what the 
former President had proposed. 
They added, however, they had 
not felt it practicable to follow 
his advice fully. 
In a speech sharply different 
in tone from that of Hoover, the 
convention’s permanent chairman, 
Rep.

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GOP ‘Love.Feast’ 
Has Hollow Sound 


The Republican “love feast” in San 
Francisco has a hollow ring and those 
who have followed the news for the last 
four years will be a bit amused by the 
obvious hypocrisy. 

Take Sen. William Knowland, the 
Senate Republican leader from Califor- 
nia. Monday night he made loud and 
pious noises about the success of the Ei- 
senhower administration’s foreign policy. 
He gave the Democrats backhanded praise 
for cooperation “in developing a foreign 
policy that must have a continuity.” 

What Sen. Knowland did not say is 
that he has been one of the most consist- 
ent opponents of that same foreign 
policy and has fought most of it bitterly 
while supposedly serving as administra- 
tion spokesman in the Senate. Had he had 
his way, the “peace” of which he boasts 
would long since have been a world war. 


The truth is, as the country knows, 
that whatever success and “continuity” 
in foreign policy which have been 
achieved have been due to a Democratic 
Congress. 

The biggest hypocrisy of the conven- 
tion is its blase endorsement of President 
Eisenhower as the only Republican who 
offers a chance of victory. Nothing at this 
conclave will be permitted to cast any 
reflections on Ike or to give the country 
an inkling that the “Eisenhower pro- 
gram”—should he become the first lame- 
gram”—should he become the first four- 
year lame duck president in history— 
would become a shambles in the hands of 
his own party in Congress. 

In the background hovers Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, certain of renomination be- 
cause he is suitable to even the most 
reactionary Old Guard members as “safe.” 
No amount of gloss can hide the: image 
the nation has of Nixon, nor can all the 
antiseptic mouthwash cleanse his tongue of 
the irresponsible smears he introduced 
into American national politics. His arch- 
enemy, Sen. Knowland, now has joined 
his bandwagon. 

Richard Nixon is the chief issue at 
the GOP convention, a fact which its 
leaders have tried desperately to hide. 
It is inevitable that he will be a principal 
issue in the coming campaign. Even the 
affection in which the American people 
hold President Eisenhower will fot as- 
suage their doubts about his probable 
successor. 

The “love feast” goes on. Seeping out 
of it, however, is the frank GOP acknowl- 
edgment that without Ike, the battle 
would be lost before it began. And the 
GOP record in Congress reveals that the 
President has made little progress in 
remolding the party in his image.

Georgia Gets To Work 


On a Brave New Future 


Georgia has moved to explore the pos- 
sibilities and take advantage of the limit- 
less new field of nuclear energy. 

Frank H. Neely, Atlanta merchant and 
civic leader, has been named tempo- 
rary chairman of a 30-man board ap- 
pointed by Gov. Marvin Griffin to study 
the question and guide the state in its 
search for a new and richer economy. 

The governor appointed his board fol- 
lowing a conference in St. Petersburg 
attended by representatives of Southern 
state governments, the national Atomic 
Energy Commission and business, tech- 
nical and educational leaders. The Flor- 
ida meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Southern Regional Education 
Board, a central agency established by the 
Southern Governors Conference in 1949 
to coordinate the area’s higher educational 
facilities. 

The Georgia board’s particular job is 
to apply the lessons learned in this field 
to local problems. The state is off to a 
good start, for in addition to the appoint- 
ment of this board to lead and guide, 
Gov. Griffin has announced the grant of 
several million dollars to build the 
planned Science Center at the University 
of Georgia and has promised funds for a 
nuclear reactor for Georgia Tech. 

The uses of atomic energy are many 
and various. In addition to its well-known 
destructive powers, its potential for good 
is sO enormous that the surface here 
barely has been scratched.

Politics in Review: Exactly a 
century ago, in Philadelphia at its 
first national convention, the Re- 
publican Party 
passed up a com- 
paratively o b 
s cure Illinois 
lawyer as a Vice- 
presidential nom- 
inee and chose 
William L. Day- 
ton of New Jer- 
sey. John C. 
Fremont, 
who had ex- 
plored in_ the 
West far more ad 
than he had in the field of politics, 
was the GOP’s first presidential 
candidate. The 1856 campaign slo- 
gan was ‘‘Free Soil, Free Men and 
Fremont.”’ 


Fremont and Dayton went down 
in defeat before James Buchanan 
and John C. Breckenridge. Four 
years later the Illinois lawyer who 
had been bypassed rose from ob- 
scurity to the presidency and im- 
mortality, 

Consider the A. Lincoln record 
up to 1860. It has been summarized 
like this: 

1831, failed in business. 1832, de- 
feated for the Legislature, 1833, 
failed in business again. 1834, elect- 
ed to the Legislature. 1835, sweet- 
heart died. 1836, nervous break- 
down. 1838, defeated for speaker 
of the Illinois House. 1940, defeat- 
ed for presidential elector. 1841, 
turned down for patronage job as 
land commissioner for his state. 
1842, defeated for Congress. 1846, 
elected to Congress. 1848, defeated 
for Congress. 1854, defeated for 
the Senate, 1856, defeated for vice 
president. 1858, defeated for the 
Senate. 1860, elected President of 
the United States. 


Honest, patient, persevering Abe 
—Adlai Stevenson, and lesser men, 
too, can find encouragement in the 
example. 


By the way, when they told 
Lincoln in 1856 that the first ballot 
for vice president at the Phila- 
delphia convention gave him 110 
votes, No. 2 in a field of 13, he 
said, “It can’t be me they’re vot- 
ing for, There’s a great man by 
the same name somewhere in 
Massachusetts.

$100 Boost

Asst. State School Supt. Claude Purcell Tuesday said 
it would be “up to the local systems” to determine alloca- 
tion of newly granted funds for teacher raises. 


But he urged all systems to 
give $100 boosts to all their teach- 
ers, whether the teachers were 
supplied locally or by the state. 

The State Board of Education 
Monday approved $100-a-year 
raises for all state-supplied teach- 
ers. Some _ systems, however, 
employ more teachers than are 
granted under State Board for- 
mulas. 

The question was raised Tues- 
day as to whether: 

1. The raises would go to state- 
supplied teachers only. 

2. The money could be pooled | 
by systems hiring additional teach- | 
ers so that each teacher would 
get a raise somewhat short of 
$100 annually. 

3. The local systems would 
have to grant $100 raises to teach- 
ers in both categories. 

Purcell noted, however, that the 
Staft Board’s action raised mini- 
mum pay scales in all categories 
by $100 a year. If a local system 
had been paying only the mini- 
mum before, then it would be 
required to grant a full $100 raise 
even though some teachers were 
not state-supplied, Purcell said. 

The school official said 1,653 
teachers on provisional certifi- 
cates will get up to $500 a year 
more because of action taken by 
the board last month. Provisional 
certificates are granted to per- 
sons with college training but no 
teaching-methods background. 

Beginning base salaries for 
persons with four-year provision- 
al certificates will jump Sept. 1 
from $2,100 to $2,600 a year, Pur- 
cell said. Those with five-year 
provisional certificates will re- 
ceive $2,900 annually instead of 
$2,600. © 

Jim Cherry, superintendent of

Whitman’s

Atlanta and Fulton County school 
officials indicated an “‘interest’’

2. There will have to be some 
changes made in the authority’s 
present system of operating if 
this is to be accomplished. 

3. The Fulton system had hoped 
to float $2.8 million in bonds next 
year without any increase in the 
school bond tax. 

Miss Jarrell said the Atlanta 
system in September will be 787 
classrooms short of its needs. If 
the system began construction of 
needed facilities now, it would} 
still be 18 months to’ two years 
before they would be ready for 
use, she said, Any delay in the 
building program would deter the 
system in catching up with needs, 
she said. 

“The state gave us $7,000,000 
recently on our building program 
and we understood we would not 
be entitled to receive any more 
money for some time,’”’ Miss Jar- 
rell said. 


WOULD WELCOME FUNDS 


West said the county system 
‘‘would welcome the funds from 
the Legislature which would ob- 
viate the necessity of local 
bonds.’’. The county system’s 
concern is “‘in getting the build- 
ings in time to meet the needs,” 
he added. 

The superintendent said the 
buildings now under study must 
be ready for occupancy by Sep- 
tember, 1958, ‘‘to avert a catas- 
trophe”’’ in overcrowding. 

He explained that the county 
school board in 1952 needed $5 
million but only $3.5 million in 
funds was available from the 
state. Thus ‘‘the people had to 
vote $2 million in bonds.”’

Cut a chestnut tree. 

Be a rogue and a vagabond.

Sell dog meat for human consumption. ; 

Catch female turtles less than 5% inches in length. The law

A Child 
Mistreated 


The lady said she had a message for a working mother—a 
message of warning. She doesn’t know who the working mother 
is or how to find her, but she is convinced that wherever she 
is she'd better know how things are with her child. 

Well, being a working mother myself I was reluctant to pass 
on anything that will make the poor woman more nervous than 
ever about leaving her child. It’s never easy to leave them, 
and when you have to be away all day whatever arrangements 
you have made don't seem good enough to you. 

Still, Mrs. Amy Grantham, who lives at 431 North Ave. in 
Hapeville, doesn't strike me as an alarmist and what she had 


to say may save some child unnecessary pain and suffering. 
So here it is: 


“Saturday as I was going to town on the Stewart avenue 
trolley at noon my attention was drawn to as beautiful little girl 
with blonde curis, sitting on the side seat with a peculiar looking 
woman who kept her head turned away from the other pas- 
sengers all the way to town. 

“She was of coarse features and heavy-lidded eyes, very 
poorly dressed. She did not lift her head at all and the poor 
little baby who must have been about two years old, was so 
sleepy that she could not keep her eyes open. So this woman 
snatched her up several times and spanked her and shook her 
and the child was pitiful. Her little lips quivered and you could 
tell she was trying so hard not to make a sound. 


‘Finally the woman jerked her up and stood her in front 
of the window and twisted her ear so cruelly two or three times 
that the precious little thing seemed to be almost bursting. But 
she never made a sound. 

“I got up and went and asked her if she could have some 
chewing gum. The woman answered very shortly that she did 
not chew gum, I actually prayed that she would get off the. 
trolley, as I felt that I could not ride to town without interfering, 
and luckily she did get off at University avenue. 

‘‘She was carrying a small blue overnight case and a blue 
canvas stroller. I am sure that child must have belonged to 
some mother who works, as a natural mother would not do the 
things that woman did to that baby. There was no resemblance 
whatever and she had such a cruel expression.”’ 


A grandmother, Mrs. Grantham said she has tried for a day 
or two to convince herself that things would be all right for the 
little girl, but she keeps being haunted by the memory of the 
child’s face. Other passengers on the trolley noted the woman, 
she said, and a friend who was with her would help her identify 
the woman if nécessary. 

‘I hope and pray that child’s mother can be found,” she 
said. “If she will read the description she will take her child 
away from that woman, I know.”’ 


In case the situation is as Mrs. Grantham thinks and the 
child’s mother does read this, Mrs. Grantham stands ready to 
help her until she can find a better nurse for her baby. 

‘“T am a widow," she said, ‘‘and I would be glad to have 
that little thing to care for.

Stick to Diet <= 


As Seales - 
Hit High :

If you stepped on the scales 
hopefully this morning and 
read good news, perhaps three 
to five pounds gone, you will 
be happily content to stay with 
slimming fare. But if the 
pointer is stubbornly stuck at 
the same high mark, you are 
ready to pitch the scales 
through the window—and eat 
with a vengeance. 

Hold on! Failure to lose at 
the start of a diet is not due to 
any resistance on the part of 
the fat. If your calories have 
been below your requirements 
and no loss is apparent, the 
cause is due to water retention 
in the tissues. During this 
period, the water which has re- 
sulted from the oxidation of 
food is held in the tissues. Since 
water weighs more than fat, 
naturally there is no evidence 
that you have reduced. None- 
theless, you’ve lost! 


LOSE AT START 

When the water balance ad- 
justs, which it will within the 
week, a dramatic loss. in 
weight follows. One fine morn- 
ing, the pointer on the scales 
will plunge, perhaps many 
pounds. 

By the way, water drinking 
has nothing to do with water 
retention. The best way to 
counteract the tendency to 
water retention is through less 
salt and increased protein. 
However, if you perspire free- 
ly, it is not wise to restrict salt 
at this season, for salt is lost 
through perspiration. Continue 
to have the normal amount 
used in cooking. 

WATER BALANCE 

As a rule, the more over- 

weight you are, the more you 


are likely to lose at the start 


of the diet. If you have con- 
siderable soft fat, there is likely 
to be more surplus water in 
the tissues and you will lose 
fast at the start. Part of this 
loss is water. You cannot, of 
course, expect to continue at 
this pace. 

But for those who have failed 
to lose, do not be discouraged. 
The water balance always ad- 
justs. You'll catch up with the 
initial fast losers ... and in 
the long run, you will lose the 
predicted amount on schedule.

Banks Boost 
Interest to 


23-Yr. High 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21 (#—Busi- 
ness firms across the country 
now are paying the highest inter- 
est on bank loans in more than 
23 years. 

That is the effect of today’s 
increase of % of 1 per cent in the 
“‘prime”’ rate on loans to busi- 
ness. It was raised to 4 per cent 
from 3%. 

The increase was the first since 
April 12. In 1933, during the de- 
pression, the ‘‘prime’’ rate was 
as high as 4 per cent. It hit a 
low of 1% per cent in 1935. 

The ‘prime’ rate is what 
banks charge their biggest cus- 
tomers with the best credit rat- 
ings. It means higher borrowing 
costs all down the line because 
charges to smaller companies 
with slightly lower credit ratings 


are always scaled up from the 
‘‘prime’”’ rate. 


INCREASE SPREADS 


Major New York commercial 
banks announced the boost early 
today following similar action 
yesterday by Boston’s First Na- 
tional Bank. The move spread 
quickly to 10 other major cities, 
including Atlanta. 

New York banks also boosted 
the rates on loans to brokers to 
4% per cent from 4 per cent. 

These higher interest rates are 
the latest in a series of increased 
credit costs in all segments of 
the money market. Within the 
past week or 10 days, bankers’ 
acceptances have been hiked 
twice, stepping up the rate % 
percentage point each _§ time. 
There have also been increases 
in commercial paper — short- 
term unsecured notes of business 
firms—and the Treasury bill rate. 


“FED” DISCOUNT RATE 


The latest moves have put 
added pressure on the Federal 
Reserve to increase its dis- 
count rate as a curb on inflation. 
The discount rate is what the 
‘‘Fed’’ charges member banks! ? 
for funds they borrow from the 
reserve system to make their 
own commercial loans. 

A new raise in the discount 
rate would be the sixth in the 
last year and a half. The rate 
in 10 of the 12 Federal Reserve 
districts now is 2% per cent. 
Minneapolis and San Francisco 
are charging 3 per cent. 

“I would not be surprised if 
such an increase were announced 
Shortly,” said one senior official 
of a big New York bank today. 
The comment is typical among 
banking leaders around the coun-

Thomas is a waiter. He fig- 
ures if he waits long enough, 
the leaders will miscalculate, 
encounter engine trouble and 
drive at the pace that tires and 
run themselves right out of the 
money. He’s a patient man. 
The only time he races his en- 
gine is when the money’s being 
handed out. 

Take the 1955 500-mile race at 
Darlington. He staked a claim 
on eighth place and stayed 
there over half the race, just 
biding his time. Then when he 
made his break, it still was not 
a reckless one. He got in front 
and outsteadied the rest of the _ 
field to win. For the 500 miles 
he averaged 92 mph (incidental- 
ly, that’s the number on his 
car). 


Darlington, a sort of a jet pilot 
suit with tubes running around 
like arteries and one main tube 
leading to a temperature-con- 
trol machine in the back seat.

JONESBORO, Aug. 21 — Work 
camp prisoners in Clayton County | 
will move Thursday into efficient H 
new quarters they built with their 


own hands. 

Warden Riley Baker said 36 
prisoners will be moved from 
temporary housing in the old 
schoolhouse at Morrow to a new 
work camp building designed for 
easy supervision and maximum 
sanitation. It is located just north 
of Jonesboro on a 160-acre site 
near the old Clayton work camp 
which burned down. 


COST $25,000 


The new structure was built 
at an approximate cost of $25,000) 
using all prison labor, Baker said. | 
It has 7,000 square feet of floor’ 
space. The dormitory-type build-| 
ing is constructed of concrete) 
blocks to a height of four feet, 
topped by “expanded metal’ 
walls which can be seen through. 
The ceiling is of steel sheet. 

Baker said that through the 
“expanded metal’’ arrangement, 
the prisoners can be seen at all 
times while in their bed quarters, 
the dining room and kitchen. En- 
closed offices for the warden and 

. a short-wave radio are across a) 
corridor. 

The camp chapel is in another 
room of the building. On the 
basement floor are guard quar- 
ters, a laundry, clothing issue 
room and showers. 

REMAINING WORK | 

Riley said work remaining - 
be done includes water and gas) 

' connections, installation of sev- 
eral doors and some concrete) 
pouring. He stated that landscap-| 
ing and finish work may take sev- 
eral months. 

Prison labor used in construc- 
tion of the building was ‘‘as good 
as you can hire anywhere,” Ba- 
ker said. ‘The quality as well 
as the production was splendid.’’ 
He said that under a State Board 
of Corrections policy, work camp 
laborers are assigned to camps 
where their services are most 
needed, and that through this 
system the Clayton camp was 
able to secure men experienced 
in construction work. 


SPACE FOR 


Total capacity of the new fa- 
cility is 94 prisoners as compared | 
with 50 for the old structure. 
Baker said the new camp build- 
ing had been begun before the’ 
old one burned down. The new | 
Structure is practically fireproof, | 
he added. | 

The warden said seven guards 
are employed at the camp under 
the direction of Baker and Dep- 
uty Warden O. F. Williamson. 
Baker left the Federal Peniten- 
tiary in Atlanta Dec. 31, 1955 to 
become Clayton Work Camp War- 
den, after 23 years with the fed- 
eral prison system.
